Continuation of 3. NOTE: proposed amendments to claim 1 (drilling a first bore without riser, drilling a subsequent bore hole, installing 
the liner into the bore hole section) would require further searching and/or consideration. In the examiner's view, these proposed 
amendments (and those to claims 5 and 6) would not place the claims in condition for allowance. The examiner suggests adding further 
limitations to the independent claims to provide clarification and details as to how the bore holes are drilled, exactly where and how the 
liner is pre-positioned (e.g., directly over the bore hole), how the riser is installed (e.g., through the liner), how the liner is installed into the 
bore hole section, etc. The limitations recited in claims 2 and 19 provide some of these details. 
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
